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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claim 40 is objected to because of the following informalities: It does not depend 
on any claim. For the purposes of prosecution, the claim was interpreted as depending 
on claim 17. Appropriate correction is required.

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claim(s) 1,4,8,11-15,41,42, drawn to a process for liquefying a starch material. 

Group II, claim(s) 17,20-22,24-26,31,33,34,37,38,40,43,44, drawn to a process for 
producing a fermentation product. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the claimed method 
of treating starch with an alpha amylase and a maltogenic amylase is taught in the art 
by Veit et al. (US 20040091983).
